Armstrong Rolls Into History 


PARIS I Lance Armstrong raced onto the 
crowd-lined Champs-Elyses as a yellow 
blur, bathed in the shimmering light of a 
24 -carat gold-leaf bike, a golden helmet and 
the race leader’s yellow jersey. 

Armstrong rode into history Sunday, win- 
ning a record sixth- straight Tour de France 
and cementing his place as one of the great- 
est athletes of all time. 

Never in its 101 -year history has the Tour 
had a winner like Armstrong — who just 
eight years ago was given less than a 50 per- 


cent chance of overcoming testicular cancer 
that spread to his lungs and brain. His streak 
has helped reinvigorate the greatest race in 
cycling, steering it into the 21st century. 

Counting to six was never so sweet for the 
32 -year- old Texan. 

“It hasn’t sunk in yet,” he said. “But six, 
standing on the top step on the podium on 
the Champs-Elyses, is really special.” (ap)

A Clinton 
Tag-Team 

Power duo could overshadow 
Kerry as convention kicks off 




BOSTON I It’s John Kerry’s convention, but 
Bill and Hillary Rodham Clinton are steal- 
ing his opening-night thunder. 

Forceful, charismatic and controversial, 
the Clintons are the most sought-after stars 
in the Democratic Party, reminders of White 
House glory days and an administration will- 
ing to wage fierce fights with Republicans. 

On Monday night, the Clintons will give 
prime-time speeches to rouse Democrats 
and lure undecided voters 
for the tough race against 
President Bush. 

The only problem is 
that Kerry may suffer 
by comparison, making 
Democrats wistful for a 
more dynamic candidate, Clinton 
one who doesn’t have to 
struggle so hard to connect with voters. 

Even Bush recently described Clinton, his 
predecessor, as a man of “incredible energy 
and great personal appeal.” 

By contrast. The Economist magazine 
described Kerry as “the political equiva- 
lent of Valium.” 

The Clintons have a delicate assignment 
Monday: Be good but don’t steal the show. 
Deliver inspiring speeches but don’t be hard- 
edged. Motivate voters but don’t make it too 
memorable. 

Hillary Rodham Clinton, serving her 
first term in the Senate, is a front-runner 
among Democrats for the next presidential 
race if Kerry fails this time. Her speech will 
be watched closely for hints about her politi- 
cal ambitions, terence hunt (ap)

Gas Prices Drop Slightly 
As Refinery Projects End 

Gas prices dropped slightly in 
the past two weeks as refineries 
finished projects that temporar- 
ily caused a dip in production, an 
industry analyst said Sunday. The 
weighted national average price for 
all three grades of gasoline fell a lit- 
tle less than a penny between July 9 
and Friday to $1.95 per gallon, said 
Trilby Lundberg, who publishes the 
semimonthly Lundberg Survey. The 
survey polls nearly 8,000 gas sta-

Boston takes extra 
preeautions as eity 
assumes eenter stage 

BOSTON I A team of U.S. Capitol 
Police carrying automatic weap- 
ons guarded a harborfront hotel 
and work crews dropped metal 
barriers around City Hall as secu- 
rity forces on Sunday completed 
preparations for the Democratic 
National Convention. 

“These next few hours certain- 
ly will be important as different 
units and agencies are settling 
into their roles,” Massachusetts 
State Police Sgt. David Paine said. 
“But it’s nothing new to these peo- 
ple. They’re ready.” 

Camouflaged military police 
staked out elevated subway lines 
overlooking the FleetCenter, 
where 4,350 delegates will con- 
vene Monday through Thursday 
to nominate their presidential 
candidate. 

Bomb -sniffing dogs and officers 
roamed nearby streets. Metal bar- 


ricades about 7 feet high directed 
foot traffic. In other ways, however, 
Boston was eerily quiet for a sunny 
summer day that would normally 
be bustling with tourists. 

The Capitol Police were provid- 


ing security for those staying at the 
Boston Harbor Hotel, but officials 
would not disclose details. The U.S. 
Coast Guard patrolled the harbor 
and expected to board commercial 
ships at random, matt apuzzo (ap)

CRAWFORD, TEXAS I President Bush 
probably will move within days to 
adopt recommendations made by 
the Sept. 11 commission, a senior 
administration official said Sunday 
as lawmakers pressed for speedy 
action. 

The White House is studying 
which of the panel’s more than 40 
proposals can be implemented by 


executive order, which ones require 
congressional approval and which 
ones actually would improve domes- 
tic security. 

Bush directed the White House 
chief of staff, Andrew Card, to 
undertake a high-level review 
of the proposals. That process 
will advance beginning Monday, 
when national security adviser 


Condoleezza Rice arrives at Bush’s 
ranch in Crawford. 

“We will move as quickly as pos- 
sible,” the administration official 
said, speaking on condition he not 
be identified because Bush has not 
announced his intentions. The offi- 
cial would not say which recommen- 
dations were likely to be adopted or 
offer more precise timing, (ap)

One-Way Trip to Mercury 


Messenger to become 
first spacecraft to orbit 
planet closest to the sun 

CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. I NASA is 
about to embark on its hottest mis- 
sion ever, to Mercury. 

The Messenger spacecraft, to be 
launched next week, will be blast- 
ed by up to 700 -degree heat as it 
orbits the tiny planet closest to the 
sun — so close that it would be as 
though 11 suns were beating down 
on Earth. 

Remarkably, the only thing 
between the probe’s room-tem- 
perature science instruments and 
the blistering sun and pizza- oven 
heat will be a handmade ceramic- 
cloth quilt just one -quarter of an 
inch thick.

Bachtell used X-Acto blades to 
cut the 3M Nextel fabric and then 
— relying on sewing tips from his 
mother — used an industrial sew- 


ing machine to stitch the off-white 
pieces together into an 8-by-9-foot 
quilt, using Teflon-coated fiberglass 
thread. 

Messenger will be the first space- 
craft ever to orbit Mercury and the 
first in more than 30 years to come 
close. Even though Mercury is 50 
million miles from Earth at closest 
approach. Messenger will travel 5 
billion miles to get there. It’s tech- 
nologically infeasible to fly straight 
to Mercury, a trip of a few months, 
and so the spacecraft must swing 
once past Earth, twice past Venus 
and thrice past Mercury before 
slowing down enough to slip into 
orbit around Mercury. 

Once its mission is accom- 
plished in 2012, Messenger will 
keep orbiting Mercury until it 
eventually crashes onto the sur- 
face. MARCIA DUNN (AP)

Clues in Flux on Missing Utah Woman 


SALT LAKE CITY | The family of 
a missing pregnant woman said 
Sunday they were clinging to 
diminishing hopes of finding her 
alive, and appointed a spokesman 
after a week of nearly constant 
media coverage. 

The family had been holding as 
many as two news conferences a day 
since 27-year-old Lori Hacking was 


reported missing a week ago. But 
they have been more reluctant to 
face reporters since questions arose 
about the credibility of Hacking’s 
husband, Mark. 

A clump of brown hair was found 
Saturday in a trash bin at a gas 
station less than a block from the 
store where Mark Hacking bought 
a mattress before reporting his wife 


missing last Monday. But police say 
they don’t know whether the hair 
was Lori’s. 

Mark Hacking reported his wife 
missing just days before they were 
to move to North Carolina, where 
he had falsely claimed he was going 
to attend medical school. 

He has been under psychiatric 
care since police found him Tuesday 
running naked around a motel not 
far from his home, travis reed (ap)

AFGHANISTAN 

U.S.; 8 Afghan Troops Hurt 
In Friendly Fire Incident 

As many as eight Afghan soldiers 
were mistakenly wounded by a 
pair of U.S. helicopters in a Taliban 
stronghold, officials said Sunday. The 
Afghan troops were taking part in a 
joint operation with U.S.-led forces 
on Tuesday near Deh Rawood, 250 
miles southwest of Kabul. They were 
hurt “when a pair of AH- 64 Apache 
helicopters opened fire on suspect- 
ed anti-coalition militants,” the U.S. 
military said in a statement, (ap) 

LATIN AMERICA 

Cuba, Mexico Ambassadors 
Resume Posts After Spat 

The ambassadors for Cuba and 
Mexico returned to their posts 
Sunday, marking the end of a 
three-month diplomatic spat 
between Cuba and its once stron- 
gest ally in Latin America. Relations 
soured after President Vicente Fox 
took office in 2000 and criticized 
Cuba’s human rights record. The rift 
climaxed May 2 when Mexico asked 
Cuban Ambassador Jorge Bolanos 
to leave, accusing Cuba’s Communist 
Party of holding unauthorized politi- 
cal meetings in Mexico, (ap) 

SUDAN 

EU Throws Weight Behind 
Campaign to Sanction Sudan 

Citing “grave concern” at reports 
of “massive human rights viola- 
tions,” the European Union joined 
the United States in threatening 
sanctions against Sudan, hoping 
to pressure the African country to 
end the conflict in its western region 
of Darfur. The violence began 15 
months ago when Darfur’s African 
tribes took up arms in a struggle 
over land and resources with Arab 
countrymen. Arab militias then 
began a brutal campaign to drive 
out the black Africans, (ap) 

CHECHNYA 

Car Bomb Kills Police Officer 

A senior Chechen police officer 
in an organized crime task force 
was killed in a car-bomb attack in 
Grozny on Sunday, officials said. 
Yaragi Nikayev, an investigator with 
a police unit that battles organized 
crime, died when his car exploded 
after he tried to start it, the Interfax 
news agency reported, (ap)

15 Die in 
Fighting 
In Iraq 

Insurgents killed after 
ambushing U.S., Iraqi 
forces on patrol 

BAGHDAD I U.S. and Iraqi troops 
backed by heavy artillery and 
helicopters killed 15 insurgents 
in fighting Sunday that began in 
palm groves and ended in dusty 
city streets amid a surge of violence 
across this war-ravaged country. 

U.S. military spokesman Maj. 
Neal O’Brien said the clashes near 


Death Toll Hits 879 in S. 

Nearly half of Bangladeshi capital under water 


PATNA, INDIA I Receding flood 
waters revealed 139 more bodies 
and at least 10 people drowned 
Sunday when a boat capsized in 
eastern India. In neighboring 
Bangladesh, workers frantically 
stacked sandbags to protect the 
capital from rising waters and 25 
more deaths were reported. 

The new deaths pushed the toll 
from this year’s South Asian mon- 
soons to 879. 


In India, rescue workers found 
the new bodies as waters receded 
in hard-hit Bihar state. The death 
toll for all of India rose to 545, offi- 
cials said. 

Nearly two-thirds of Bangladesh, 
a delta nation of 140 million people, 
has been flooded since the start of 
the monsoon in late June. Rivers 
around Bangladesh’s capital, Dhaka, 
have burst their banks, leaving 40 
percent of the city of 10 million peo-

pie under water. Workers and vol- 
unteers stacked sandbags in a bid to 
stop water gushing through cracks 
in two flood-protection embank- 
ments outside the capital. 

Meanwhile, waterborne dis- 
eases like diarrhea spread through 
the country because of shortages of 
clean water and fresh food. The 25 
deaths reported Sunday brought the 
country’s death toll to 227. 

Last year, 1,500 people died 
across South Asia during the June 
to October monsoon season, (ap) 


COLD TURKMENISTAN:

Buhriz, about 40 miles north of 
Baghdad, began when U.S. and Iraqi 
National Guard troops conducted 
a sweep of palm groves believed to 
be a staging area for anti- coalition 
attacks. The raid sparked a five- 
hour battle between militants and 
U.S. and Iraqi forces. 

Insurgents using small arms 
attacked the Iraqi forces, who 
chased the attackers into the town’s 
southern areas, the U.S. military 
said. Iraqi fighters later fired mor- 
tars indiscriminately, and the U.S. 
responded with an artillery barrage. 
The military said 15 insurgents were 
killed. 

In other violence, insurgents 
assassinated a former govern- 
ment official in Baghdad, killed a 
U.S. soldier in a roadside bombing 
and gunned down five people in a 
spate of attacks in Kirkuk, north- 
ern Iraq, paul garwood (ap)

P A R I S I Prime Minister Jean-Pierre 
Raffarin said France’s 35 -hour work- 
week stemmed from a “bad law” in 
need of change, but he vowed in an 
interview published Sunday that 
reforms in the French workplace 
would not create a “social jungle.” 

In the weekly Journal du 
Dimanche, Raffarin echoed Pres- 
ident Jacques Chirac, who has called 
for more flexibility in the 35 -hour 
workweek. 

“It’s a bad law,” Raffarin told the 
weekly. “We need to increase the 


total number of hours worked.” 

But Raffarin also warned com- 
panies against using threats to win 
concessions from unions. 

Last week, workers at a Robert 
Bosch GMBH plant near Lyon voted 
to work an extra hour each week for 
no extra pay in order to prevent the 
company from moving to the Czech 
Republic, where labor is cheaper. 

“Certainly, international com- 
petition is fierce,” Raffarin said. 
“But this cannot legitimize creat- 
ing a social jungle.” (ap)

Israelis Line Up to 
Protest Gaza Plan 

Defiant in face of PM’s pledge to remove settlers 


JERUSALEM | Israelis formed a 
human chain stretching 55 miles 
from Gaza to Jerusalem to protest 
Prime Minister Ariel Sharon’s Gaza 
Strip withdrawal plan. 

Organizers said they expected up 
to 150,000 Israelis to take part and 
turnout appeared to be near expec- 
tations. The chain began in northern 
Gaza and stretched to Jerusalem’s 
Western Wall. Thousands of Israeli 
police patrolled the route. 

Sharon announced in December 
that he planned to withdraw from 
the Gaza Strip, infuriating Jewish 
settlers who now live in the territories 
Israel seized from Jordan, Egypt and 
Syria in the 1967 Mideast war. 

Many say the settlements rein- 
force Israel’s claim to lands that are 


the birthright of the Jewish people. 
Others believe relinquishing the set- 
tlements is a precondition for reach- 
ing peace. About 240,000 Jews live 
among 3.5 million Palestinians in 
Gaza and the West Bank. 

Meanwhile, violence left six 
Palestinians dead and five Israeli 
children wounded Sunday. The chil- 
dren were injured when Palestinians 
fired mortars at the largest Gaza 
settlement. Neve Dekalim, accord- 
ing to the military. 

Israeli forces killed the Palestin- 
ians in Tulkarem in the West Bank. 
The Israel Army said they were mem- 
bers of A1 Aqsa Martyrs Brigades, 
linked to Yasser Arafat’s Fatah move- 
ment. It was the bloodiest clash in 
the West Bank in a month, (ap) 


Paper: Morocco 
Lost Track of 400 
Terror Suspects 

M A D R I D I Moroccan authorities have 
warned Spain that they have lost 
track of 400 suspected militants 
who trained in al Qaeda terrorist 
camps in Afghanistan, a newspa- 
per reported Sunday. 

About 600 Moroccans were 
known to have trained in the camps. 


El Pais said, quoting sources close to 
police and judicial officials. Morocco 
knows the whereabouts of only 200 
of them, the paper said. 

Most of the suspects in the 
March 11 attack on commuter trains 
in Madrid were Moroccan. Earlier 
this month, Spanish anti-terrorism 
judge Baltasar Garzon told a par- 
liamentary commission investigat- 
ing the attacks that Morocco was 
teeming with some 100 al Qaeda- 
linked cells capable of staging sui-

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WTO Talks at Critical Stage 


Yearlong delay likely 
if global trade outline 
isn’t drafted this week 

GENEVA I Government ministers 
from around the globe gather this 
week at the World Trade Organiza- 
tion for an llth-hour attempt at a 
treaty they hope will provide a mas- 
sive boost to the world economy. 

Negotiators were meeting pri- 
vately to try to hammer out a frame- 
work agreement on new trade rules 
before the July 31 deadline. Formal 
meetings start Tuesday. 

They face huge differences of 
opinion, however, especially in 


the key area of agriculture. Poor 
nations and agricultural export- 
ers have demanded massive cuts 
in the billions of dollars that rich 
nations pay in subsidies to their 
own farmers. 

The framework should have been 
completed last year at a meeting in 
Cancun, Mexico, which collapsed 
without agreement. Negotiators then 
planned to do it by Christmas — but 
that deadline came and went. 

If negotiators fail to reach a deal 
by the end of July, the U.S. presi- 
dential election and government 
changes in other countries will 
leave them paralyzed until at least 
next year, naomi koppel (ap)

JAKARTA, INDONESIA I A powerful 
earthquake shook a large swath of 
western Indonesia late Sunday, 
the state news agency Antara said. 
There were no immediate reports 
of damage or injuries. 

The earthquake had an initial 
magnitude of 7.3 and was centered 
on the island of Sumatra, the Hong 
Kong Observatory said. It was 
also felt in Jakarta, on the west- 
ern tip of neighboring Java island, 
the report said. 

Attempts to contact officials in 
the affected areas were not imme- 
diately successful. (AP)

chance to launch an attack. 

“The fact clearly shows that 
the U.S. imperialists are look- 
ing for a chance to launch a pre- 
emptive attack on the DPRK,” KCNA 
said. DPRK stands for Democratic 


People’s Republic of Korea, North 
Korea’s official name. 

North Korea regularly makes 
such accusations. The U.S. military 
does not comment on North Korean 
claims about spy flights, although 
it acknowledges monitoring the 
North’s military activity, (ap)

Metro Readies for Winter 


After struggling with 
snow for years, ageney 
plans to upgrade ears 

WASHINGTON | Washington won’t 
see snow flakes for months, but 
Metro officials already are vow- 
ing this winter will be better than 
in the past. 

By Nov. 15, the transit agency 
plans to have at least 300 subway 
cars equipped with better-insulated 
motors to keep them from becom- 
ing caked with snow and ice. Metro 


also plans to install de-icers on some 
of the cars, which officials say will 
keep the electrified third rail from 
icing up and losing power. 

Snow- clogged motors and icy 
third rails have repeatedly hindered 
rail service in recent winters. Riders 
have waited a half-hour or more for 
their trains when it has snowed 8 or 
more inches, Metro records show. 

During a storm last January, 
snow and ice left 30 percent of the 
agency’s usual service fleet side- 
lined. During the Presidents’ Day 
storm in 2003, which dumped 16 


to 24 inches of snow on the region, 
Metro didn’t return to normal week- 
day service for six days. 

The agency is installing addi- 
tional equipment in rail cars that 
melts the ice build-up in doorways. 
Workers also are installing improved 
heater tape on the third rail. 

Metro plans to have new motors 
installed on most of the 954 car fleet 
by 2006. Officials also are consider- 
ing attaching snow plows to trains 
and brushes to the third rail. They 
are also evaluating remote monitor- 
ing of heater tape, candace smith (ap)

Childrens’ Deaths Bring 
Scrutiny to ATV Limits 


HAGERSTOWN, MD. | The recent 
deaths of two young boys whose all- 
terrain vehicles collided in a west- 
ern Maryland field are prompting a 
closer look at state regulations over 
age limits for ATV riders. 

Maryland is among the major- 
ity of states with no general mini- 
mum age limit for ATV use, accord- 
ing to the Consumer Federation of 
America. Riders on state forest trails 
must be at least 14 and wear helmets, 
but there are no such restrictions 
when riding on private property. 

Yet ATV-related deaths and inju- 
ries to children continue to rise. 

Consumer Product Safety 


Commission spokesman Ken Giles 
said the commission is considering 
barring sales of ATVs for use by chil- 
dren under 16, but the federal gov- 
ernment has no authority to regu- 
late ridership, Giles said. 

But it’s too late for 11-year- 
old Zachary Beard of Boonsboro 
and 8 -year- old Cody Pollard of 
Woodbridge, Va. They were fatally 
injured July 3 when Beard’s ATV 
crashed head-on into one carry- 
ing Pollard and driven by another 
8 -year-old. Both ATVs were more 
powerful than those the government 
and manufacturers consider appro- 
priate for such young children, (ap) 


Drive-By Shooting 
Leaves Teenager 
In Grave Condition 

WASHINGTON I A teenage girl was 
hospitalized in grave condition 
Sunday after being wounded in 
the head during a drive -by shoot- 
ing, police said. 

The 15 -year- old girl was struck 
before midnight in the 1400 block 
of F Street NE as she sat in the 
back seat of a parked car with two 
other women, according to Sgt. Joe 
Gentile, a D.C. police spokesman. 
Investigators believe one or more 
suspects in a dark- colored Ford 
Crown Victoria drove up and start- 
ed shooting at the women. 

Police said they did not have a 
motive in the case, (ap)

WASHINGTON I Inspections of the

Metro hopes shipment 
of additional cards will 
meet riders’ demands 

WASHINGTON | Metro is reversing 
a decision to suspend the sale of 
SmarTrip cards this week. 

Spokesman Steve Taubenkibel 
said the transit agency will now con- 
tinue selling the cards at Metro sta- 
tions until inventory is depleted. But 
the plastic, rechargeable fare cards 
still won’t be sold online. 

Metro said on Thursday that it 
would stop selling the cards until 
new supplies arrive in September. 
The agency said many of the cards 
had been sold since June when they 
became required to pay for parking 
at Metro lots and garages. 

Taubenkibel says the agency 
decided to reverse course because 
it hopes to receive a new shipment 
of about 10,000 SmarTrip cards by 


the end of this month, and another 
62,000 cards in August. 

If supplies run out before those 
shipments arrive, anyone without a 


card who wants to park at a Metro 
lot or garage will have to buy a paper 
fare card at a station for the exact 
amount of the parking fee. (ap)

Texan proves critics

CYCLING I Many things motivate 
Lance Armstrong — and that’s 
why he’s the only six-time winner 
of the Tour de France. 

The record-breaking victory 
that took three weeks to achieve 
was built on the foundations of 
conquering cancer, natural tal- 
ent, a will to win and relentless 
training. 

He called it “a simple plea- 
sure.” 

Those who claimed that drugs 
must be the secret of his success 
only motivated him more, through 
2,000 miles of riding, mountain 
climbs, rain, cold, baking heat 
and crashes. 

On Sunday, he was bathed in a 
golden light as he pedaled toward 
the podium on the crowd-lined 
Champs-Elyses. His golden hel- 
met, the yellow winner’s jersey, 
the 24-carat gold-leaf bike all 
complemented the special yellow 
and blue jerseys of his remarkable 
U.S. Postal Service team. 

His winning margin over second- 
placed Andreas Kloden — 6 min- 
utes and 19 seconds — was not his 
biggest. But it was a vast improve- 
ment on last year, when he beat Jan 


Ullrich by just 6l seconds. Then, the 
complacent champion not in great 
shape came to the race thinking “I 
could win fairly easily.” 

This year, he roared back with 
renewed fire. With five solo -stage 


wins and a team time -trial victory, 
this was Armstrong’s best Tour. 

“He’s changed the Tour forever. 
He has set the blueprint for success,” 
American rider Bobby Julich said.

Convention coverage 
on the Web gets less 
flashy, more focused 

TECH I Gone from Internet coverage 
of the political conventions are most 
of the gimmicks like 360 -degree 
cameras that Web surfers can con- 
trol from their homes. 

Also gone are television- style 
reports at USA Today’s Web site 
and an original newscast from 
America Online Inc. 

While 2004 brings better use 
of high-speed Internet connec- 
tions, Flash animation technology 
and independent Web journalists 
known as bloggers, media organi- 
zations are largely returning to the 
basics on the Internet. 

They are dropping the bells and 
whistles in favor of what they do 
best: covering the news. 

Internet media descended on the 
2000 conventions declaring a revo- 
lution, prompting many pundits to 
recall the arrival of television at a 
convention in 1948. 

Last time, two online outlets. 
Pseudo Programs Inc. and AOL, 
produced original programming 
from skyboxes typically reserved for 
broadcasters. Republicans had their 
“Internet Alley,” Democrats their 
“Internet Avenue” — where online 
outlets were grouped together in 
the media center. 


Pseudo, out of cash, shut down 
just one month later. AOL passed 
on a skybox this year. This week’s 
Democratic National Convention 
in Boston won’t have an Internet 
Alley or Avenue (though it will have 
“Bloggers Boulevard”fortheindepen- 
dent bloggers making their debuts). 
Not that the conventions will be 
devoid entirely of the bells and 
whistles common in 2000. The 
New York Times’ Web site will have 
360 -degree images, while CNN’s 
convention-floor webcam will offer 
24 -hour feeds, including those of 
janitors cleaning up. 

But the focus will be on comple- 
menting other media, not duplicat- 
ing or replacing them. MSNBC.com 
won’t do gavel-to -gavel webcasts. 


and CNN’s online video feed will 
draw upon fewer camera angles, 
reporters and analysts than its 
cable counterpart. 

The Boston Globe’s Web site will 
supplement hometown coverage of 
the parties, protests and proceed- 
ings by asking readers with camera- 
equipped mobile phones to e-mail 
photos. Along with other media out- 
lets, it also arranged with delegates 
to file blog entries. 

In fact, blogs are being heralded 
this year just as traditional Internet 
outlets were four years ago. 

Democrats have given media 
credentials to more than 30 inde- 
pendent bloggers. CNN’s BlogWatch 
will review other blogs at the con- 
vention.

Their Beautiful Balloons 


PARTY FAVORS I Think politics is 
nothing but pressure? Try filling 
up 100,000 balloons. 

They’re waiting in the rafters of 
the FleetCenter, the Boston sports 
arena hosting the Democratic 
National Convention. On Thursday 
night, after John Kerry accepts the 
nomination for president, the bal- 
loons will drop on delegates. 

But it’s not as easy as it sounds. 
Over-inflate the balloons and they 
could pop before they drop, says 
Alan Collier, the project manager 
with Boston Balloon Events. Under- 
inflate them and they could look 


like red, white and blue golf balls 
falling from the heavens. 

The balloons — some as large as 
three feet in diameter — were inflat- 
ed and raised a week in advance. 
They are being held in 80 nets, 
which have removable seams that 
will be pulled in a carefully orches- 
trated release. 

The company is also providing 
1,000 pounds of confetti, which will 
be blown out from the stage. 

Maureen Rose Curreri, the chief 
executive of Boston Balloon Events, 
calls the convention “the Academy 
Awards of the balloon industry.” (ap)

Hooked on Phoenix 



With The Village/ 
Joaquin Phoenix 
expands his range 

PERSONALITY I Joaquin Phoenix 
won’t read this article. 

He can’t stand reading about 
himself, and he can’t stand the 
fact that other actors do it. He won’t 
know of the sober, heartfelt praise 
his colleagues in “The Village” — 
including Sigourney Weaver, 
William Hurt, Bryce Dallas Howard 
and director M. Night Shyamalan 
— have for him. 

And he probably won’t see “The 
Village,” in which he plays a quiet 
young man who wants to venture 
into the woods where frightening 
forces lurk in late-19th century 
Pennsylvania. Something else he 
can’t stand is watching himself on 
screen despite having amassed an 
impressive filmography. 

Phoenix, 29, dismisses as “pure 
luck” the fact that he’s crafted a 
career filled with serious roles. 

He has worked with respected 
directors who are visual stylists with 
something to say:s Gus Van Sant in 
“To Die For” (1995), Oliver Stone in 
“U-Turn” (1997), Philip Kaufman 
in “Quills” (2000) and Ridley Scott 
in “Gladiator,” which earned him a 
supporting-actor Oscar nomination 
for the scheming Commodus. 


“For me, honestly — and sorry 
to sound cliche — but it’s just fol- 
lowing your heart. I find that at the 
end of a film, I rarely know what 
I’m going to do next. I’m not one 
of those actors that has four mov- 
ies lined up,” Phoenix said. “I just 
suddenly have a feeling, something 
that I would like to try.” 

Phoenixwas shooting “Gladiator” 
when “Quills” came to him, for 
example. Shyamalan saw him in 


that film and cast him in “Signs” 
as a former minor-league baseball 
player who’s living with his widower 
brother (Mel Gibson) when myste- 
rious crop circles appear. 

“‘Signs’ was kind of my attempt 
to bring him into that leading-man, 
good-guy role, make him the hero,” 
Shyamalan said. “Because he’s kind 
of intense and dark, people tend to 
cast him in mean roles or in the vil- 
lain roles, and I really saw kind of 


the hero in him.” 

Phoenix’s next experiment is 
starring as Johnny Cash in “Walk 
the Line,” currently filming in 
Memphis. 

“I can’t sing but I am singing,” 
he said. “The idea is to not make a 
movie about the icon but to make it 
about a man. ... I have to think about 
him as just a man or else it would be 
overwhelming. It would be too much

“It used to be so hard 
being me/Living in the shadow/Of 
someone else’s dream,” she sings, 
before making nice with the line, 
“Oh I love you now.”

Simpson is listed as the co-writer 
for all the songs on “Autobiography,” 
and they’re consistent enough in 
tone and style to suggest she did 
more than just pick the ones she 
liked. 

“Autobiography” isn’t likely to 
put Ashlee Simpson on the same 
raw-rock pedestal as, say, Karen 
O from the Yeah Yeah Yeahs, but 
it’s a strong debut that definite- 
ly sets her apart from Jessica.

Back in the Rock Pool 


ADJUSTMENTS I When Drowning 
Pool singer Dave Williams died of a 
heart defect in August 2002, it rep- 
resented more than just a personal 
crisis for his bandmates.

“So when I went in, I was pretty 
much confident that I was going 
to get it,” he said.

Luce is quick to laud the new 
singer’s individuality, though he 
can’t help but marvel at some of 
the similarities between Jones 
and Williams. 

“It’s just crazy how these guys, 
having not ever known each other, 
never met, having different back- 
grounds, they kind of pen their lyr- 
ics from a similar vault, he said. 

Although Drowning Pool’s 
new album, “Desensitized,” bears 
sonic resemblance to “Sinner,” 
Jones brings a different approach 
to the churning metal tunes. The 
result is a record that is more con- 
sistent and dynamic than “Sinner,” 
though the true test is how fans view 
the reconstructed Drowning Pool.

Plants don’t like offices any more than we do 


OFFICE DECOR I As one of mankind’s 
most synthetic creations, the work- 
place is anathema to nature — with 
the exception, of course, of the ver- 
min and predatory colleagues that 
thrive there. 

Windows in countless offices 
can’t be opened or are rou- 
tinely shaded to prevent 
glare. Sources of water are 
always too far down some 
hallway. Fertilizers, 
spread by well-mean- 
ing colleagues when no 
one’s looking, may actually 
be dangerous. Then there is the 
office air, which everyone knows 
is an unworthy substitute for the 
real thing. 

Despite these hurdles, even the 
most challenged nongardeners 
among us occasionally succumb to 


the hope that something organic will 
be able to survive at work. Or we’re 
seduced by studies, including one 
from Washington State University, 



that show that plants help reduce 
stress, increase productivity and 
improve attentiveness. 

Hard-to-kill plants include the 
corn plant (a dracaena), the peace 
lily and pothos, said John Mini, the 
founder of an indoor landscap - 
ing business in Congers, 
N.Y. The dumbest plants 
to grow at work: orchids;

almost immediately,” he said. 

“The No. 1 reason people have 
trouble keeping a plant is that 
they kill it with kindness,” usual- 
ly by overwatering it. Mini added. 
That’s particularly dangerous in the 
office, because plants require less 
water when they’re getting less light.

Intel Reform

dations for reform and their prospects. 


Since both parties are already using 
the report for their own partisan 
purposes, can they come together 
and enact meaningful reform? 

Not anytime soon. Certainly not 
before the elections. But frankly, 
even without the presidential 
politics, there’s not a consensus 
for major reform in Congress. So 
that would be an uphill battle in 
any case. 

I was astounded that the response 
to the report by the commission 
was: “Well, we cannot do anything 
before the election.” Is that what 
you expect from a nation at risk? 

No, but that’s what I expect from 
something that would take power 
away from some pretty powerful 
people (both in Congress and the 
intelligence community) and give 
it to others. 

Why is it assumed that the recom- 
mendations are infallible and must 
be implemented immediately? Has 
there ever been a “blue-ribbon” 
commission that didn’t result in 
growing the government bureau- 
cracy, rather than streamlining it? 

I agree that these aren’t neces- 
sarily infallible just because they 
come from the commission. But 
really, there have been too many 
blue-ribbon commissions on intelli- 
gence reform. It’s time for action, or 
to decide to tinker with the existing 
system, which maybe the best way 
to go. The three major reports to 
have come out in the last two years 
do, in fact, come to a consensus on 
the problems. So start from there.
